Sc benectady, N. Y., May 23.—Accom­ 
panied by a wild panic, tbs main tent 
of the Barnum & Bailey circus, caught 
fire when the great canvas walled in­ 
closure was crowded with 15,000 per­ 
sons. and burned completely in leas 
than an hour’s time. The panic started 
ut the first outcry, and in an instant 
thousands 
were 
engaged in a mad 
scramble for the exits. The circus em­ 
ployes kept their heads and worked 
valiantly to check the excitement, but 
in the rush for safety they were swept 
aside and several were knocked down 
and trampled under the feet of the 
f 1 antic crowd. 
Men. women and children tumbled 
off the high-decked tiers of narrow 
blue seats to scramble and fight with 
one another in heaps upon the earth 
below. 
Regaining their feet, they ran 
Into the rings, entangling themselves 
in the guy ropes and falling over the 
show gear. Scores were badly Injured 
and many received minor bruises in 
the rush for the exits Hundreds faint­ 
ed and were carried out by the police­ 
men. firemen and show people. 
Lighted Cigar the Cause. 
The performance was Just begin 
ning. and the tent was filled beyond 
Its seating capacity. Etra seats were 
being installed in front of the bleach­ 
ers. when there came the cry of fire. 
The management attributes the fire 
to the obstinacy of a careless smoker. 
Employes who saw him carry a lighted 
cigar to his seat in the top tier, close 
to the canvas walls, warned him that 
he must not smoke instead of throw­ 
ing the cigar away. they believe that 
he bid it behind his back, and in so 
doing brushed the burning end against 
the canvas 
In any event, the fire 
started in his neighborhood and soon 
was out of control. 
Spectators first smelled the smoke, 
and. quickly discovering the fire. be­ 
gan to beat at It with their coats. The 
fire reached above their heads quick­ 
ly. and the next effort to conquer the 
flames came front the circus employes, 
who began tearing out huge patches 
of canvas. Their efforts met with no 
better success for the fire, eating up­ 
ward. soon worked its way to the top­ 
most [teak. 
In u short time the 
main 
tent. 
blea* hers, poles and seats were totally 
destroyed. 
Women fainted and were 
snatched up and carried out bodily. 
Many were hurt In the crush about 
the main entrance, hut It Is believed 
that no one was fatally injured, a1 
though bruises and cuts were plenti­ 
ful 
Hats, overcoats and umbrellas by 
lim hundred w**re abandoned by the 
panic* stric ken men aud women 
But 
foi the bravery of about IOO men who 
did everything In their power to pre 
vent fatalities many persons would 
have perished. 
Menagerie and Horses Saved. 
While some of the circus staff aided 
bv 
the 
performers, 
policemen 
and 
cooler headed citizens, tried to re 
strain the rush. the canvasmen and 
animal trainers, working with the dis 
el glint* 
of 
a 
perfect 
organization, 
struck the menagerie aud the lesse r 
tents and removed all the stock the 
c aged animals and the horses to places 
of safety without casualties 
The prompt response of the fire de 
partmetit prevented a total loss of th* 
circus property. 
The main tent burn 
cd to the guy ropes, together with 
most of the seating accommodation* 
and practically all of the parapber 
nails so that the loss will run up into 
the thousands

GREAT RECORD 


Kills But One 
Passenger In 


Two Years. 


New York, May 23 - According to 
the figures just compiled by the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad, of the 299,762.653 
passengers carried on its 24,ooo miles 
ut track in 1908 and 19o9, only one 
was killed as a result of a train wreck. 
This passenger was killed in 1909. in 
which 
year 
158,067.115 
passengers 
were carried, or 11.55 per cent more 
than iu 19o8 
The same figures show that in the 
two year# a total of 370 passengers 
were injured in Haiti wrecks of all 
kinds. 
In 1909 there were two leas 
passenger collisions and fifteen less 
freight collisions than In 19o8. and the 
number of freight 
derailments was 
smaller by sixty nine. 
One of the subsidiaries, the Cumber- 
and Valley, carried in the two years 
past 3 395.266 passengers without hav­ 
ing one killed or injured in any way, 
and iu the two years one employ© 
only was slightly Injured. The Long 
Island carried 50.7o9,597 in the two 
years without having either a passen­ 
ger or employe killed on its lines.

YEARLY IN U. S. 


Ooctor Says Proper Care Would 


Save Hall of Them. 


St. Louis, May 23.—Nearly 300.0O0 
babies under one year of age die every 
year in the United States, according 
to a statement made by Dr. J. IL Ma­ 
son Knox. Jr., associate professor of 
pediatrics in the Johns Hopkins Medi 
cal school, of Baltimore, in a paper 
read before the National Conference 
of Chanties and Correction here 
But what was more startling than 
these figures was bl* further stat** 
uieut that with proper care probably 
one half of these deaths could be pre 
vented Dr. Knox said In part: 
"A most significant feature of the 
civic* life of our generation is the de­ 
velopment of the Idea of neighborli­ 
n e s s The two fundamental elements 
in Ibis relationship ate real need and 
adequate help. No class in our com 
muniiy needs the ministration of a 
true neighbor more *han the baby. 
"Thole are about 1.400.000 infanta 
In the country under twelve months of 
age, and altout one fifth of this cum 
ber are expected to die within a year.

one half

deaths could be avoided. 
"About 200.000 bable* die each year 
from one of three causes: Prematur­ 
ity. gastrointestinal disorder and pill 
monary disease The effort so save the 
baby must be made through Its list 
ural protector.

When one morning just before sun 
rise we swept down on Turnerville, 
taking the place by surprise, we found 
three locomotives and twenty freight 
cars standing in the railroad yard.

"Sergeant. Hie success of this expe­ 
dition depends upon you.

The first ten miles we did by day­ 
light. 
Then It grew dark, and I bad 
nothing to see by but the lantern. 
which lit the track dimly. 
My head 
was thrust far out the cab window, 
urn! my hand was on the throttle. 
Twice I stopped her within a few feet 
of a tie wedged In between a rail and 
the ties, and once I bumped a tree 
that had been felled across the track. 
having not quite stopped before reach 
lug It. 
On nu elevation I struck a 
junction and a lot of people standing 
about staring at us na we passed. 
I 
didn’t Uke their looks. 
But the tele­ 
graph wires had been cut, and I didn’t 
see hew* they could send word ahead 
There were half a dozen freight curs 
on a sidetrack, but no locomotive. 
Soon after leaving the junction I shut 
off steam and let her roll dowu the 
long declivity. 
I was nearly ut the

bud a break—the engine was only fit 
for a junk heap—and spent half an 
hour ut a standstill while I (latched It. 
As I remounted the cab Corporal Rob 
Jenkins, who was acting as fireman. 
pointed up the hill with a look of hor

I saw a bright light, aud a mo­ 
ment later a short string of freight 
cars shot from out a cut. 
I knew ut 
once what It meant. 
The citizens al 
the junction line) started Hic* cars I bud 
seen on the Hldetrack, first having s*-i 
them afire, with the hojie that they 
would smash us on catching us and 
lf there uus anything left of our train 
burn It. 
I Juiii[>ed Into the cab and 
pulled the throttle. 
The grade behind us wasn't less than 
.'IU degrees, and the fire train was com 
Ing like lightning. 
I had a few train 
lengths to go on nearly a level, then 
a straightaway track on a slight de­ 
cline. 
The fire train wus coming st a 
rate of u mile In forty-five seconds, and 
the best my old wheezer could do wa* 
a mile lu two minutes, 
lf I couldn’t 
haul away far enough before the cars 
behind reached a place where they 
would lose momentum they would rulu 
us. 
Then began the race of my life 
I 
could have s tu p id , let the men out of 
the cars and permitted the smashup 
but the bridge wouldn't be burned aud 
our force at Turnerville would be cut 
off. 
I remembered the pressure of the 
hand the general had given me. aud I 
tightly gras|»ed the throttle, resolved 
to get away from those fire cars or 
get wrecked 
I held my eyes front, while Bob Jeu 
kins kept me posted on the fire curs 
"They're gaining on us mighty fast!’ 
"Only a mile a way I" 
"They'll catch 
us sure.'” 
"They’re coming like a 
streak of lightning!" 
These were the* 
uuassurtng words Bob gave me while 
my locomotive puffed aud sputtered 
aud dragged along at what seemed to 
us a snail s pace. 
Then suddenly turning a curve I 
saw a light ahead. 
Great heavens 
Were we to have fire both in from 
and behind us? Running on a straight 
track. I saw men kindling a small 
bridge. 
They had got the fire well 
going, but I didn’t believe they ban 
burned the stringers sufficiently to let 
us down. 
At any rate, I determined 
to risk it. 
Leaving on full speed—I 
couldn't put on any more—I dusked 
luto the flumes. 
My locomotive cross 
ed safely, aud I was congratulating 
myself thui the train was all over 
when I felt a shock. 
We went a short 
distance aud stopped 
The b r id g e bud gone down under the* 
last two cars. 
Several men were bad 
ly Injured, but no oue killed. 
All were 
got out before the fire cars plunged In 
on the wreck aud stopped there to 
mingle their burning with that of the 
other material. 
The men of the last two cars got 
into those cars that had crossed, carry­ 
ing the wounded. 
I mounted my en 
glue, and we steamed on for the rest 
of the night, reaching the bridge at 
B. Just before dawn. 
My work was 
done. 
I leaned out of the cab window 
watching the men carry the wood aud 
petroleum and distribute them along 
the structure. Then suddenly there was 
a flash, and from one eud to the other 
all waa. aflame.

Contest Over Tariff Investigation. 
The contest in the house over the 
$250,tk>0 appropriation contained in the 
sundry civil bill to extend the scope 
of the tariff investigation bas been 
waged much more stubbornly than had 
oeen anticipated. The Democrats have 
opposed the item on the ground that 
the results of the investigations by 
'he board should be reported direct to 
* ougress instead of to the president. 
Representative 
Fitzgerald, of New 
fork, made a point of order that the 
item contains new legislation, and it 
is possible that it will be read out of 
the bill on that ground, iu which event 
Representative Tawney, chairm an of 
the asm m ittee on appropriations, por­ 
tiones to offer the am endment in an 
other lorrn 
The postal savings bank bill, which 
Mas been reported from the com mittee 
on postoffice* and post roads is ready 
;or the Republican caucus which will 
be held Wednesday night. Practically 
ill of the Republicans of the house 
signed the call. 
It is not likely, there­ 
fore, that the division over the bill 
will be along regular and insurgent 
lines.

Many western m em bers believe the

they need Democratic votes to pas*

are many of the contested feature* of 
the bill which meet naturally with the 
favor of the Democrats, but they can 
not overlook the prospect of being able 
to drive a shrewd bargain that the

DESERTED POOR 


Ref. Charles Stelzle Stirs Pres­ 


byterian Assembly. 


Declares Protestant Religion la Only 


“For Those Who Live In Comfort­ 


able 
Home*” — P reachers 
Should 


Talk More About Uplifting the Peo­ 


ple. 


Atlantic City. May 23. — Declaring 
that 
the 
religion of the P rotestant 
church in America is today a religion 
only “for those who have moved up 
town or who 
live 
in 
comfortable 
hom es,” that the church has deserted 
the poor in our great citieb and that 
God and man may hold the church re­ 
sponsible if It fails to apply itself to 
the great social problem which con­ 
cerns tbe people in the factories and 
the tenem ents. Rev. Charles Stelzle. 
superintendent of the departm ent of 
church aud labor of tbe Presbyterian 
church, created a profound impression 
upon 6000 hearers at the mass m eet­ 
ing of tbe Presbyterian assembly. held 
in tbe interests of labor. 
Rev. Dr. Stelzle* address was as 
follows: 
“ When 30,000 industrial workers are 
killed every year it means that there 
is something wrong In our industrial 
system 
In some cases it is nothing 
short of 
murder. 
The 
railways of 
America alone kill nearly 13,000 per­ 
sons every year and Injure 120,000. It 
is said that there are nearly alwavg 
3.000.OOO sick in our country, and the 
pity of it is that most of this Illness 
is preventable. 
“The pres**at working day. from a 
physiological standpoint, is too loug. 
It keeps a majority of men and wo­ 
men i d a constant state of o verfatigue 
and 
induces drunkenness aud other 
excess 
“The real justification for a short 
workday is found in the interest of 
the race 
It Is the business of the 
church to help remedy this situation 
We should talk less about building up 
the church and more about building 
up the people. The church is simply 
a m eans to an end and not an end In 
Itself. 
■ As a m atter of fa d , however, the 
church Is deliberately deserting the 
people in th* most densely populated 
sections of tbe country 
The church 
bas long been saying that tbe gospel 
It preaches is a universal gospel 
lf 
the church believes that ifs g osp el is 
good for and adaptable to every aa 
tlon 
why doe* It flee when the for 
clgner 
comes 
in? 
Shall it b* con 
fessed that this gospel is good for the 
foreigner only when it is exploited 
and that It is not effective for bim tp 
a land which Is knowu as a Christian 
country? 
“The church has been declaring for 
many years that it alone holds the 
solvent for the great social problem 
which concerns the peopl* In the far 
tories and the te n e m e n ts But Is the 
church honestly ready to apply thl«

“ We have been declaring that the 
gospel is the power of God unto sal

Mr. Hill declares that in five years 
in consequence of the Interest taken 
by the local colleges in this m atter and 
the progressive attitude of the legisla­ 
ture, which devotes one-third of the 
revenues of tile state to road ^building. 
W ashington will have the best system 
of roads in the United States. 
W hether 
Washington, 
one of the 
youngest states of tile Union, will be 
able In that time to outstrip all her 
sister states in providing a modern 
highway system may be open to ques 
Hon, but there Is sound sense in the 
recommendation that a system of edii 
cation lu practical road building shall 
lie established as a prerequisite to the 
construction of a general system of 
perm anent 
highways In the United 
States. 
Much of the money heretofore devot 
e<l to the construction of roadw ays 
that are lanes In dry w eather and a 
succession of quagm ires in wet has 
previously been wasted, partly through 
tile ignorance of the road m akers as to 
w hat constituted a good road.

perature above the freezing point. 
In 
some other sections where wood is 
plentiful as good or even la tte r re­ 
sults have Ik'Cii secured bv building 
from twelve to fifteen small 
wood 
fires per acre. 
In one case in whk-h 
these wood t res were used by a friend 
Iii a western valley last spring he 
protected 
ids teu acre orchard for 
seveu nights at a cost of $5 |*er acre 
during the frosty |*erlod. 
Ile had pre 
vlously tried oil (mmh and coal and yet 
found wood lires more effective in giv­ 
ing tile desired result 
While little 
bas been done along this Urie in cen 
trul aud eastern orchards, there are 
many springs when the |>ro*q>ectlve 
crops could l*e protected by just such 
mea os.
